F all the difficulties that 
0 plague historians, literary 

or other, one of the most 
irritating and frequent is de- 
liberate suppression of facts 
and materials by family, friends 
and official biographers. 


Whether the motive is honest 
Shame or a fear that others 
would fail to see through the 
faults to the virtue, the result 
is the same, a distortion of the 
facts that makes suspect all the 
good of a man and his work. 

These two volumes carry on 
the re-examination of Dickens’ 
life and character that began a 
few years ago with the realiza- 
tion that all of his literary re- 
mains had been “edited.” 

The first is a brief and 
sober presentation of the facts 
of Dickens’ relations with El- 
len Ternan both before and 
after his separation from his 
wife.

H- many times have you heard people 
say: ; 


“I know why it’s been raining the 
past few days. It’s those atomic bombs 
they’ve been shooting off.” 

Or, have you heard the one that goes: 

“Friend of mine says they can actually stop 
a hurricane by shooting an atomic bomb.” 

Ideas like those have become common gos- 
sip throughout the US. 

They're so widespread that the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission and the U.S. Weather Bureau 
here receive a good deal of mail asking about 
“atomic weather.” 

Does the A-bomb really make it rain—or 
snow? Could the bomb “tailor” the weather to 
stop violent storms? 

e PARADE took these and many other ques- 
tions to the AEC and to the Weather Bureau. 
@ Those agencies answered the questions— 
and a lot more. 

@ They disclosed how atomic bomb tests are 
actually being used in connection with weather 
studies. 

What will that mean to you in the years 
ahead? 

It may mean more accurate weather fore- 
casts. Of course, weathermen won't call their 
shots with 100 per cent accuracy in the 
future. 

But information provided by A-bomb tests 
is filling in some of the “pieces” in the weather 
jig-saw puzzle. 

What about the A-bomb “making” weather? 
Is all that gossip true? 


Here’s the Answer 


wo authorities say flatly: “You can forget 
what you've heard about the atomic bomb 
changing or influencing our weather.” 

Dr. Walter Claus, of the AEC Division of 
Biology and Medicine, and Dr. Lester Machta, 
of the Weather Bureau Scientific Services Di- 
vision, point out: 

There’s absolutely no solid evidence that 
bomb blasts can cause bad weather. 

Here’s why: the bomb doesn’t really have 
enough punch to reverse Nature. 

The sun, for instance, “puts down” as much 
energy per day in two or three square miles as 
an atom blast gives off. 

A moderate rain gives off the energy equiva- 
lent of two or three A-bombs—a second.

Weather Bureau experts have the answer—and more new facts you should know a 


If you take into account the fact that a hur- 
ricane gives off many times the energy of a 
light rain, you realize how impractical it would 
be to try to stop one with A-bombs. . 

It you live in any major American city and 
there’s been some windy weather, you can’t 
blame the A-bomb. 

It siniply doesn’t cause wind storms. 

Only in the immediate test area are winds 
in any way affected. 

But when a bomb is shot off, a cloud of debris 
flies into the air. It “mushrooms” into the sky. 
You know how it looks (see left). 

It is from this cloud that our weather au- 
thorities are gaining new knowledge. What 
about that mushroom cloud? 


You’re Absolutely Safe 


mor, it consists of tiny radioactive par- 
ticles—that may or may not come down 
somewhere in the US. 

On the face of it, that sounds pretty dan- 


gerous. 

But the fact is: no one, not even a person a 
few miles from the point of the blast, has ever 
been injured by fallen radioactive particles. 

Whether you live in Portland, Me., or Port- 
land, Ore., you've never been hurt by them. 

Of course, it is possible to make accurate, 

short-range forecasts of weather conditions 
within about 200 miles of the test site. Tests 
have never been held if there is a possibility 
of unfavorable weather conditions. 
© How do weather experts gain knowledge 
from the cloud of debris? 
Throughout the U.S., operating without 
fanfare, are more than 120 Weather Bureau 
@ Wherever debris comes down—in California, 
Virginia, Ohio or Vermont-or in all of them 
the tiny particles are collected and studied. 

The particles are caught on special sticky 
paper—or in simple suction machines. 

It’s the first “monitoring” system of its kind 
in history. After the sticky paper and suction 
machines have caught their particles, the 
samples are sent to the New York operations 
office of the AEC for automatic measurement 
of the radioactivity. 

Because the mushroom cloud is torn apart 
by turbulent air, the debris never lands in the 
same place twice. And it never concentrates 
in one area. 

As a matter of fact, your chances of seeing

the cloud are slim, because it disperses in a 
very few hours. 

But by charting where debris falls on succes- 
sive days, weather authorities can “track the 
invisible cloud.” 

What has been learned from “cloud-track- 
ing?” 

There is some evidence that rain “washes 
out” the atmosphere much more thoroughly 
than is generally believed. 

The evidence on how rain acts in the at- 

mosphere, plus other data may someday have 
a civil defense application. 
@ If an American city were hit by an enemy 
A-bomb, the weather information now being 
gained might help authorities plan how peo- 
ple could escape radiation injury. 


Tracking the spread of the debris has spe- 


cial importance for weathermen. 
After one bomb test, the weather analysts 


predicted that the cloud would move off toward : 


the East Coast. 

But, the debris did not appear east of Utah. 
Instead, it showed up in Oregon and in Calif- 
ornia 


When the cloud was studied, it was found 
that a certain movement of air (in Utah) 
hadn’t been taken into consideration. 

What actually happened was this: 

A low-pressure storm was developing. 

But there was only scant evidence of it. 


So weather analysts at the time didn’t be- 
lieve the evidence was significant. 

But, the movement of the cloud told the 
weathermen that they should have taken the 
scant evidence into account. Later they re- 
plotted the cloud’s course correctly. a 
This added to the storehouse of Basic know!l- 
edge the weatherman uses in his 

And no one would admit more readily than 


weather authorities that they need more evi- 


dence to clear up the mysteries of weather. 

The cloud-tracking work has driven home 
this point to Weather Bureau staff people: the 
presently used weather map that you see today 
doesn’t give the whole story. 


‘Off-Course’ Cloud 


tions in wind speed and direction 
(while not yet absolutely clear-cut) indi- 
cate that a lot has to be learned. 

As an example of that point, the Weather 
Bureau authorities point to the pattern in Map 
3 (left). The debris was supposed to float over 
Georgia and the Carolinas. 

But actually it ended up in New York, Penn- 
syivania and Ohio before some of it went out 
to sea beyond New England. 

So you can see, there are still many pieces 
that have to be filled into that jig-saw —, 
body talks about—the weather.

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Doctors are finding new uses that have nothing to do with sex 


U PROBABLY read of the 
amazing transformation of a 


man into a woman not long g 


ago. 

The story was splashed across 
front pages all over the U.S: 

It was a big story partly because 
of the rare surgery. performed. 

But the use of sex hormones (also 
part of that story) isn’t rare. 
@ Everyday, these hormones are 
used for a host of ailments. 
Just how important are sex hor- 
mones in today’s medical practice? 
Scientists at The Upjohn Co., Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., the hig pharmaceuti- 
cal maker, tell the hormone story 
this way: 
Sex hormones are used generally 
to make people happier, more com- 
fortable. Today, more and more uses 
are being found for them. 

It may surprise you, but two of 
the newest uses of sex hormones 
have nothing to do with sex. 


To Gain Strength 


ESEARCHERS are beginning to 
‘use one of the hormones (an- 
drogen) to speed the recovery 

of some hospitalized people. 

When a patient has lost a lot of 
strength through long illness or an 
operation, this hormone is some- 
times given. 

Doctors are beginning to find it 
helps build protein and muscle. 
After the hormone is given, some 
patients eat more and appear to 
get better faster. 

In “osteoporosis”, a disease of 
aging people, where their bones get

hormones are also being used. 
Doctors are learning that the hor- 

mones actually help rebuild the 


bone’s strength by stimulating cal- .

NE bocron even said that hor- 
mones are often falsely cred- 
ited with bringing recovery 

from mental depression.

But they are valuable tools in 
treating certain patients. 

And just as hormones “work” 
with some people, they also have a 
place in treating animals. 

@ Veterinarians are using hormones 
more and more ffequently to end 
your dog’s aches and pains. 
And many farmers know the 
value of sex hormone treatment—to 
end sterility in cows and sheep. 

@ In selected cases, hormones have 
made as high as 70 per cent of

It’s the ordinary kind of sphere 
used in grade school geography 
classes. But as Dulles twirls it, he 
will see before him a constant re- 
minder of the perplexing and 
challenging problems he has in- 
herited as the 52nd U. 8. Secre- 
tary of State-the free world's 
new diplomatic quarterback. 
Perhaps no other man in this 
country is better fitted to call the 
signals in the international game 
than the 64-year-old Dulles. ¢ 

He studied at Princeton Uni- 


versity (where he was Phi Beta 


Kappa), in Switzerland and in 
Paris. At the age of 19, he went to 
his first international conference 
at The Hague with his grand- 
father, Secretary of State John 
Watson Foster. ; 
Later, he worked with Secre- 
tary of State Robert Lansing, an-

brought MacArthur, Dulles and Eisen- 


hower together will set new policies. 


other relative, while he was tak- 
ing up his successful career as an 
international lawyer. He helped 
found the United Nations, was a 
U. S. Senator and a framer of the 
Japanese Peace Treaty. 

@ Dulles is a bundle of able and 
determined energy. An overtime 
worker who forgets the clock, he 
demands action and results no 
matter where.or how long it takes 


him. While working on the treaty | 


with Japan, for example, he flew 


* 


more than 125,000 miles to foreign 
capitals to persuade and bargain 
with those who weren't sure 
Japan should be free. 

Yet Dulles might well have 
picked a brighter day in world 
history to attain his goal of guid- 
ing American policy. For ahead of 
him is a world of troubles that 
will tax all of his training, energy 
and high moral code. 

On top of the new Secretary’s 
memo pad will be these four 
major problems calling for imme- 
diate attention— 

1, Setting his house in order. 

Americans have been tradition- 

ally allergic to striped pants dip- 
lomats. And serious question re- 
garding the loyalty of some of the 
nation’s 20,000 diplomatic serv- 
ants has intensified public suspi- 
cion. Already Dulles has promised 
to weed out disloyal employes, be- 
ginning with an FBI check of his 
own career. : 
Then, too, American foreign 
policies have been gathering dust 
since last summer’s Chicago po- 
litical conventions. Now foreign 
allies are marking time to see 
what the new administration will 
do. Dulles must get things going 
again. 


War in Korea 


2. Hot war in the Orient. 

Dulles must decide how the free 
world, rather than Russia, can 
call the signals in the Korean war 
zone. But he can’t afford to make 
a mistake that would drive other. 
areas into the Soviet orbit. Com- 
munist eyes covet Japan, For- 
mosa, Indo-China (where Mos- 
cow-built war weapons have re- 
cently been found for the first 
time), Burma, Malaya, Thailand 
and the Philippines. 

3. Cold war everywhere. 

Trouble is brewing everywhere 
around the 20,000-mile Commu- 
nist-held perimeter from Korea 
threugh Western Europe. In fac- 
ing this situation, Dulles has one 
strategic goal — to dislocate, by 
peaceful means, the internal 
structure: of the Soviet empire.” 


Propaganda and psychological

Dulles will have to allay the 
fears of statesmen in 
facing 175 fully trained and 
equipped Communist divisions— 
that American policies won't shift 
exclusively to the Far East. Chal- 
lenges to Western Europe’s de- 
fense include those who want to

Dulles can’t move in the Orient, 
either, without making our allies 
understand and approve what we 
do.
